TWO MEN KILLED IN ATTEMPT © 
TO MOOR AKRON; ANOTHER 
DANGLES ON ROPE TWO HOURS 


. 


Blue Jackets Jerked From Ground and Two 
Are Thrown to Death; Third Pulled 
Up to Ship. ) 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., May 11.— 
After dangling for two hours on a 
tail rope of the giant dirigible Ak- 
ron, from which two of his com- 
rades fell fo death. Bud Cowart, a 
landing crew bluejacket, was 
hauled into the Akron at 1:15 
o'clock today. 

He was slowly pulled up by hand 
by members of the Akron crew, 
who opened a cockpit to hoist him 
up. There was no winch on the 
rope. The Akron was sailing 
through bumpy winds at an alti- 
tude of more than 2000 feet, while 
Cowart held fast to the rope that 
dragged him from the ground. 


A great cheer burst from the 
10,000 watching the spectacular 
rescue as the plucky navy lad was 
hauled info the hatch of the big 
airship. 

During the’ two hours he was 
dangling on the rope fire apparatus 
rushed to the field, and large nets 
were made ready for him to drop 
on should the maneuvering of the 
ship make this possible. 

It required nearly half an hour 
for the Akron’s crew to haul up 
Cowart, for he was suspended some 
300 feet below the ship. . 

After the rescue, the Akron 
headed «southward, planning to 
cruise over San Diego until night- 
fall, when another attempt will be 
made to moor it. 


When the Akron arrived at the 
camp at 10:50, two lines were 
dropped by the Akron to the lard- 
ing crew of 30. As the dirigible 
was swept upward in an air cur 
rent three of the men failed .o re- 
lease the ropes and were carried 
up. A cable which had been tast 
ened to the mast broke and the 
ship soared higher. 

Robert Edfall and Michael! 
Henton were unable to hold to 


the rope and fell more than 200 
feet. The third man, Cowart, was 
able to clamp his feet against a 
knot in the rope and hold on. 
The craft fought the elements for 
a day in Texas before it wa8 able to 
cross the lower Rockies, and was 
forced to attempt an emergency 
lending for fuel at the old army 


encampment, just north of San 
Diego, instead of completing the 
projected nonstop cruise to . its 


Western base, Sunnyvale, south of 
San Francisco. 

It left Lakehurst, N. J., its home 
port, at 6 a. m. Sunday. expecting 
to reach its Pacific terminus some 
time yesterday. Arrangements were 
made here to put on 2500 gallons 
of fuel. Two hundred bluejackets 
formed the ground crew which as- 
semblied before daylight to make 
fast the ship for its first mooring 
on California soil, after the longest 
trip it has undertaken. 

Beset by high winds, fog and 
thunderstorms across West Texas, 
causing backtracking and detours, 
the Akron passed over E! Paso in- 
to New Mexico at 6:25 p. m., Pa- 
cific time, still battling wiuds. 

Just before reaching El Paso, 
the dirigible ran into a severe sand 
storm, forcing her to turn back 
for the third time since Monday. 
She detoured southward and, buck- 
ing headwinds, finally veered into 
New Mexico. 

Earlier in the afternoon’. the 
craft backtracked to the vicinity of 
Toyah, Tex., after encountering 
heavy clouds and fog over the 
Guadalupe Mountain. east of El 
Paso. 

The Akron hovered near Toyah 
for two hours until weather con- 
ditions appeared to improve She 
then again climbed to the 5000- 
foot altitude necessary to surmount

Germany cannot pay 
reparations and a postponement 
will do no good either to Gernanv 
or her creditors, he said. 

Postponement of payment or 
even final payment in a lump sum 
is not acceptable, Grund said, be- 
cause, while 70 per cent of the 
world’s gold remains in the hands 
of France and the United States, 
payment is impossible. 

‘Division of the world into cred- 
itor and debtor nations must Cease,”’ 
he said, “or there will be no eco- 
nomic recovery.”

WHINESS. ASSERTS 


Medlock Says Heuer, Plan- 
ning Berg’s -Abduction, 
Mentioned Attorney as 
One He Could Trust. 


TELLS OF RENTING 
EASTON AV. FLAT 


Fur Dealer, Victim, First 
Called to Testify, Repeats 
Story of His Captivity 
by Gang. 


The name of Paul A. Richards, 
30-year-old lawyer on trial before 
Circuit Judge Pearcy charged with 
being the agent of the abluctors 
of Alexander Berg, was mentioned 
by the leader of the kidnapers in 
making vlans for the abduction, 
Curtis Medlock, one of the partici- 
pants in the plot, testified this 
afternoon. 

“On Nov. 5, the day before the 
kidnaping,”’ Medlock testified, 
“Charlie Heuer (leader of the kid- 
napers, now awaiting pronounce- 
ment of sentence of 99 years in 
prison) said he knew a lawyer he 
could trust, that this lawyer had 
helped him out of trouble before. 
He said the lawyer’s name was 
Richards.” 

A question by Circuit Attorney 
Miller, calculated to show that 
Medlock had pleaded guilty and 
was under 25-year prison sentence 
for his part in the case, precipi- 
tated a heated argument of counsel 
within two minutes after he had 
taken the stand. 

Finally he was excused tempo- 
rarily and Adam Doerr, deputy 
Circuit Clerk, was placed on the 
stand to read the Court minutus 
22, when Medlock with- 
drew his plea of not guilty and 
pleaded guilty. This was shoc‘ly 
before the trial of George Peas, 
“finger man,” who pointed ot 
Berg to the kidnapers as a likcly 
victim. 

Then Medlock. resumed _ ‘the 
stand. It was his second appé¢:ir- 
ance as a State’s witness since he 
pleaded guilty. His first was In 
the trial of Peak, now convicted 
and awaiting. imposition of a 25- 
year sentence. 

Immaculately clad and carefully 
barbered, Medlock spoke in a voice 
so low that he was several times 
urged to speak louder. 

Tells of Meeting Barcume. 

He said he was 23 years old, 
lived at ~/01 North Ninth street, 
had never been arrested prior to 
the kidnaping case, was part owner 
of a grocery at 1811 North Twen- 
tieth street. Then he told how a 
chance conversation with Edward 
Barcume, one of the leaders of the 
kidnapers, brought them to a dis- 
cussion of kidnaping as a means of 
reiieving “:nancial stringency, and 
finally led to the proposal that he 
help kidnap Berg. 

There vere other meetings, with 
Barcume and Heuer, all leading 
up to the abduction of Berg as ‘he 
drove home on Nov. 6 from his of- 
fice on Main street to his home in 
the Park Plaza Hotel. 

In preparation for the crime, 
Medlock said he and Heter had 
rented a flat at 5084A Easton ave- 
nue, where Berg was held captive 
more than four days. The prepara- 
tion also included frequent confer- 
ences in which Medlock, Heuer and 
Barcume participated, and severel 
meetings between Heuer and Peak. 

Testimony in the Richards case 
was begun this morning after Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller had outlined 
the State’s case to the jury. 

Outlines Medilock’s Testimony. 

“Medlock will testify,” the Cir- 
cuit Attorney told the jury, “that 
when he went into the crime he 
was told by Heuer and Parcume 
that Richards was a man 
to be depended upon to do certain 
work if he was needed, that he was 
a lawyer. 


“Medlock will testify further that 
when Peak failed as the kidnapers’ 
go-between, Heuer and Barcume 
left the kidnapers’ flat at 5084A 
Easton avenue, where Berg was 
held prisoner. He will testify that 
when they returned they told him 
they had seen Richards, and that 
he would act. 

“His testimony will show fur- 
ther tleit when they returned from 
this meeting they brought with 
them the draft of a note, and’ also 
Richards’ business card.” 

(The draft referred to by the 
Circuit Attorney was that of u let- 
ter to Besg’s attorney. Morris G. 
Levinson, directing that Ricnards 
be hired to dea] with the kidnap- 
ers. Berg was forced to copy it 
and it was mailed by the kidnap- 
ers.) 

“We shall show,” Miller con- 
tinued, “that Hever and Barcume 
went away from the flat and that 
when they returned Medlock was 
told by Hever that arrangements 
had been made for Mediock to talk 
to Richards. 

“Medlock will testify that he tele-

The movement to revive dog rac- 
ing in St. Louis County took a 
surprising turn today, when Circuit 
Judge Jerry Mulloy, long an 
avowed opponent of gambling in 
any form, issued an injunction 
which would permit the Wellston 
Kennel Club to operate without po- 


lice interference. 

The injunction was issued in fa- 
vor of the dog track promoters, 
whose Madison Kennel Club in 
Madison County, across the river, 
was closed last autumn by injunc- 
tions and indictments. 

These operators, headed by Ed- 
ward O'Hare and>Dan O'Neil, now. 
hope to reopen dog racing and bet- 
ting at their track at St. Charles 
and Ashby roads, which has becn 
closed since May, 1928. 

Prosecutor Out of County. 

When the court made his order, 
taking the State by surprise, Prose- 
cuting Aiiorney Castlen and his 
first assistant, Herbert Ziercher, 
were in Jefferson City conferring 
with the Attorney-Gencral’s staff 
on ways and means of preventing 
a revival of dog racing in the 
county and of getting the case out 
of Mrulloy’s court. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Charles Noble told Judge Mulloy in 
open court that he knew nothing 
of the litigation in the dog track 
case, and asked postponement of 
the ruling until tomorrow, when 
Castlen and Ziercher would be back 
to represent the State. Julge Mul- 
loy replied with the first phrases 
of his ruling. 

What Injunction Means. 

Inasmuch as betting on races is 
illegal in Missouri, an injunction 
against law enforcement officers is 
necessary to the successful oper- 
ation of a dog track. If it is up- 
held, the injunction, regardless of 
the illegality of betting, will re- 
strain the Sheriff, the Prosecutor, 
Constables and other officers from 
raiding the track and stopping the 
betting. 

However, Prosecutor Castlen said 
at Jefferson City that although 
Judge Mulloy’s ruling was a sur- 
prise, he was “still against the op- 
eration of the dog track at Welistan 
and will fight it to a finish.” He 
planned an immediate appeal to the 
Missouri Supreme Court in an ef- 
fort to set aside the injunction. 

In explanation of the injunction, 
Judge Mulloy said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter: “J can only refer 
you to the record. The resuit ar- 
rived at is the inevitable resuit of 
that record as it was developed.” 

The dog track petition had been 
pending almost.a month. It was 
filed April 15 and Castlen an- 
nounced immediately that he wouhi 
oppose reopening of the club. On 
May 2, the State filed a demurrer 
to the injunction petition, on the 
ground that the dog track was not 
a legal entity and hence, was not 
entitled to sue or be sued. Judge 
Mulloy overruled this demurrer 
May 6. Yesterday the State filed 
a motion for a rehearing and the’ 
Judge said he might hear argu- 
menton the motion Saturday. To- 
day he overruled the motion for 
rehearing and issued the perma- 
nen. injunction. 

Quotes Supreme Court. 

Judge Mulloy, in his ruling to- 
day, quoted the finding of the State 
Supreme Court last November in 
the case of Clark vs. the Grand 
Lodge of Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, in which the upper court 
held that unincorporated joint stock 
companies have been recognized as 
entities and are entitled to sue and 
be sued. 

The Judg: stated, as part of his 
ruling: “The State failed to file an 
answer or legal plea within the 
three days allowed by the statute 
and the rules of court and it fur- 
ther appears that the defendants 
elect to stand upon their special 
demurrer, which its hereby over- 
ruled.” 

Yesterday Castlen and Attorney- 
General Shartel announced they 
were considering asking a change 
of 12nue cn the ground that Judge 
Mulloy was prejudiced in favor of 
the dog track. 

The dog track’s petition an- 
nounced it was planned to hold dog 
races under the “public subscrip- 
tion” plan, which, it contends, is

Senator Kean Says H. Park- 
er Willis Gave French 
Press Confidential News;

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Sena- 
tor Kean (Rep.), New Jersey, 
charged in the Senate today that H. 
Parker Willis, economist for a Sen- 
ate Banking Subcommittee, cabled 
to a Paris newspaper, which pub- 
lished it, information which 
sulted in heavy gold withdrawals 
from the United States. 

In his position with the commit- 
tee, Kean said, Willis obtained con- 
fidential information from the 
Comptroller of the Currency office 
which was available to no Senator 
except Chairman Glass. 

“He received the information 
and was in daily communication 
/with Paris papers,” Kean said. 

The effect of these dispatches, 
Kean asserted, was to cause the 
withdrawal of over $357,871,000 in 
earmarked gold between December 
and April. 

He presented to the Senate more 
than a score newspaper clippings 
from French newspapers which 
were signed by Willis. The text of 
these press cablegrams, Kean said, 
could have been obtained only 
through confidential sources con- 
nected with the Committee on 
Banking and Curreney. ean is a 
member of the committee. 

“The result of dispatches,” 
Kean said, “has been to make de- 
positors of foreign money in the 
United States withdraw their funds 
and to so frighten. investors that 
they have sold back securities held 
in the United States.” 

Kean said that, for each dollar 
withdrawn, credit was contracted 
$10. The result of the withdraw- 
als was, therefore. a loss of $3,- 
578,710,000 of credit in the open 


market.

Last November she 
and her daughter, Miss John Reed 
Burr, were reported to have re- 
ceived threats from supposed Com- 
munist sympathizers.

Virginia Senator, in Turn,

FACTS OBTAINED 
IN SENATE INQUIRY 


Chicago Congressman Re- 
sents Apparent Implica- 
tion Against Dead Man 
and Declares Accusation 
to Be a ‘Dastardly Lie.’

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Sen- 
ator Carter Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
today repeated his charge that a 
member of Congress acczpted 
money from Chicago bankers for 
opposing a bank bill in the House. 
Learning that the charge had been 
denied on the House floor by iep- 
resentative Fred Britten (Rep.), 
Chicago, Glass offered to furnish 
documentary proof of the accuga- 
tion if Britten would shoulder the 
responsibility for making it oublic. 

Speaking yesterday in support 
of his bill to regulate certain prac- 
tices of national banks and to au- 
thorize new ones, the veteran Vir- 
ginia Senator declared that when 
the McFadden bill authorizing na- 
tional banks to open branches 
within their own cities was pending 
in the House, a group of hanks 
outside the Loop district in Chicago 
not only hired a lobbyist to oppose 
it, but also hired a Congressnan. 

Soon after the House met today 
Britten got the floor, and in evi- 
dent excitement attempted to read 
Glass’ statement from the Congres- 
siona] Record, After some confu- 
sion, in which he was ruled out of 
order, he adopted a different de- 
vice for calling attention to what 
the Virginia Senator had said. 


Snicker From Galleries. 


“The newspapers of the country 
carry a suggestion this morning,”’ 
he said, “that Chicago banks bribed 
a member of Congress to influence 
legislation. I say it is a dastardly 
lie. There isn't enough money in 
Wall street to buy a member of 
Congress.” 

A suspicion of a snicker was 
audible from the galleries, and it 
added to Britten's anger. 

“I deny that legislation is influ- 
enced that way,” he shouted. 
“Something must be done to re- 
move this aspersion of dishonesty. 

“At this late date, long after the 
bill in question became law, this 
language is used to intimate that 
Chicago banks hired skillful and 
persuasive lobbyists to defeat it, 
and that they aiso hired Congress- 
men. I don’t cadre who spreads this 
information, he’s got to answer to 
me as one member of the Hougee, 
and I know that 434 other mem- 
bers feel the same way.” 

Glass Says He Has Evidence. 


Shortly afterward, in the Senate, 
as Senator Norbeck (Rep.), south 
Dakota, chairman of the Banking 
and Currency Committee, was 
speaking on the Glass banking bill, 
Glass interrupted, and in the midst 
of tense silence, made the foilow- 
ing cuiet announcement: 

“I am informed that in another 
house a vituperative allusion was 
made today to my assertion yester- 
day that Chicago banks hired a 
Congresstgan to oppose the McFad- 
den branch banking bill. Let me 
remind the Senate that when the 
bill was pending rumors of that 
character were so persistent that a 
subcommittee of the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee was 
designated to investigate them. It 
consisted of Senator Sackett, the 
present Ambassador to Germany; 
Senator Edge, the present Ambas- 
sador to France, and myself. 

“We pursued he inquiry and ob- 
tained irrefutable documentary evi- 
dence that money had been paid to 
a member of Congress by a group 
of suburban banks in Chicago. At 
the same time it was very strongly 
represented to the subcommittee 
that revelation of this fact would 
endanger the member's life, so we 
did not pursue the matter.

Comptroller Agrees Reluct- 


antly to Back 10 Instead

Representatives of business bod- 
ies, demanding rigid economy and 
a balanced city budget, will confer, 
in a meeting to begin at 10 a. m. 
tomorrow, with the City Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment and 
the Ways and Means Committee of 


the Board of Aldermen. 


The business men intend to go 


over the budget items with the city 


officials, and possibly to call in 


heads of city departments. They 


will try to apply to the budget, in 


detail, the principles which they 
laid down emphatically, but in gen- 
eral terms, in their appearance be- 
fore the Board of Estimate and 
Aldermanic Committee yesterday 
afternoon. 

A delegation of 22, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce, Clear- 
ing House Association, Industrial 
Club and the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, appeared at City Hall in 
the midst of the conference which 
the Board of Estimate and the Al- 
dermanic Committee were holding 
as an executive session. 

Nolte Ohanges His Stand. 

The doors were opened to them, 
but it soon appeared that they were 
reinforcements arriving after the 
battle had been lost. Comptroller 
Nolte, shortly before their arrival. 
had receded from his demand for 
fF. nearly-balanced budget and for 
reduction of last year’s $550,000 
deficit, by cutting the appropria- 
tions of city departments an aver- 
age of 19.6 per cent under their 
last year’s expenditures. He had 
reluctantly agreed to “go along” 
with Mayor Miller, President Neun 
and the Aldermen in their pro- 
gram of a 10 per cent cut, with the 
prospect of a record deficit, now 
estimated at $1,620,000, at the end 
of the present fiscal year. 

The visitors were told of the un- 
Gerstanding -which had been 
reached by Nolte and the other of- 
ticials. They declared that they 
would not “go along’ with any 
such program. They demanded a 
further attempt to balance the bud- 
get and reduce the deficit. Jacob 
M. Lashly, lawyer and vice presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce 
board, did most of the talking, but 
Richard S. Hawes. banker, offered 
one suggestion. It was that an 
unbalanced budget would impair 
the market value of city bonds. 
Nolte said he had the same fear. 

It was @ecided to hold the mee¥- 
ing tomorrow morning, when one 
man from each of the busines 
bodies wil] go over the budget with 
the officials. But the Aldermen, 
particularly President Neun, took 
the view that their decision. 
reached after two weeks of discus- 
sion, was not likely to be changed. 

10 Pct. Cat in 

The program agreed on by the 
Aldermen and the Mayor, as out- 
lined by Neun, calls for passage of 
an ordinance cutting al] city sal- 
aries 10 per cent. A resolution will 
be passed, asking certain officials, 
whose salaries are fixed dy the 
charter, to accept the same reduc- 
tion voluntarily, and to sign waiv- 
ers to that effect. State offices 
paid from city funds will share in 
the cut so far as the Mayor and 
Aldermen can get them to do s0 
voluntarily. 

A further part of the program, 
insisted on by Comptroller Nolte 
before he would “go along,” is that 
there shall be no replacements or 
promotions during the year. Nolte 
and Deputy Comptrolier Gunn fig- 
ured that the program would mean 
a deficit of $1,620,000 for the year. 
if the total tax rate is $2.74 on 
$100 valuation, as previded in the 
pending bill. If it is made -$2.71, 
as last year. the deficit would be 
nearly $2,000,000. The 3-cent ad- 
dition was caused by the increas- 
ing of the State tax rate from 12 
to 15 cents. 

Lashly, speaking for the business 
group at yesterday afternoen’s 
meeting. said the vigitors had come 
to. ingist on a balanced budget. 

“If the city has more employes 
than it needs,” he said, “they 
should be dispensed with, even 
though that will add to the number 
of the unemployed. If unnecessary 
employes gre retained, the city may 
get into a position where, like Chi- 
cago and Detroit today, it cannot 
pay even its necessary employes.” 

The Aldermen asked Lashiy 
whether he would insist on the 
$2.71 total tax rate, in spite of the 
state's 3-cent increase, and whether 
he wished to see hundreds of pa- 
tients put out of the hospitals, as 
some officials have said would be 
necessary under the proposed cuts. 

Against Needless Tax Barden. 

“This ts no time for any unneces- 
sary burden on the taxpayer,” 
Lashly said in reply. “As to the 
hospitals, they should have what 
they need, and we do not favor a 
herizontal cut throughout the bud- 
get. That is why we would be glad 
to go over the budget with your 
committee in detail.”

Bank affiliates are corporations 
created to perform nonbanking 
functions, such as the marketing of 
securities. 

The Glass banking reform bil] 
now before the Senate calis for 
their “divorce” within three yeurs 
from enactment, the Virginian and 
others contending that the affili- 
ates contributed to the inflation 
which preceded the 1929 crash. 

, The Lehmann Opinion. 

The Lehmann opinion said 
part:

Economy and efforts to balance 
the school budget were principal 
factors in the board's monthly 
meeting. 

Summer instruction will be pro- 
vided only in 17 special institu- 


five days each. The current regu- 
lar school term will end June 17. 


Unlike the city, the Board of 
Education must balance its budget, 
as the law prohibits it from hav- 
ing a deficit. Its fiscal year will 
start July 1. A statement was 
made by the board’s Finance Com- 
mittee last night, pointing out that 
essential educational work would 
not be curtailed, but that “pet hob- 
bies” must receive drastic treat- 
ment. It said: 

“The Finance Committee, in con- 
ference with other members of the 
board, has been very carefully dis- 
cussing the budget for the coming 
fisca] year. We have been making 
every effort to secure an intelligent 
estimate of what our income will 


available, but the board, in making 
up its budget. has set upon the 
policy of balancing the budget with 
its income, regardless of how it 
may depreciate in comparison with 
previous years. 

Pet Hobbies Sacrificed. 
“In the balancing of its budget, 
the board recognizes the fact that 
many pet hobbies will receive rath- 
er drastic treatment, but we have

Archeologists Also Uncover Curious Rock 
Formation Associated With Story of Lot’s 


Wife and Pillar of Salt. ' 


By the Associated’ Press. 

LONDON, May 11. — Father 
Alexis Mallon, Jesuit archeologist 
of the Pontifical Biblical Institute 
at Rome, believes he has confirmed 
as a fact the Biblical story of the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 


rah by fire and brimstone. With 
Father Robert Koeppel, he has 
spent three years excavating the 


two cities on the north shore of the 
Dead Sea in Palestine. 

Investigation has shown, say the 
two priests, that the two cities were 
contemporary and existed from be- 
fore 2506 B. C. to not iatér than 
2100 B. C. At the latter date, Fa- 
ther Malion said, both had been de- 
stroyed by fire and never were re- 
occupied. Traces of violent con- 
flagrations were found in the ruins, 
he said, including layers of ashes. 

He added that on the plain be- 
low the hill on which the cities 
stood there was a curious rock for- 
mation, about five feet high which 
legend associates with Lot’s wife, 
who, according to the Biblical 
story, was turned into a pillar of 
salt for turnnig back to look at 
the fire contrary to God’s com- 
mand.

The excavators penetrated 26 
feet and dug through three cities 
each built up on the ruins of an- 
other. Underneath these three, 
they said, is probably a fourth. The 
Biblical Sodom and Gomorrah were 
in the toy layer. 

The houses were rectangular, in- 
dicating that the inhabitants had 
developed out of the primitive cir- 
cular hut stage. The floors of the 
homes in the upper layer were of 
stone and those in the lower of 
brick. In the floor were holes in 
which grain was stored. 

The inhabitants were evidently 
dedicated to agricuitural pursuits, 
judging from the number of agri- 
cultural instruments of Silica or 
flint unearthed. Some instruments, 
of the same material, were for war. 
- mace- 
heads. 

Many skeletons were found. Ba- 
bies were found buried in pottery 
urns. 

One incident of the discoveries 
was the finding of a child's head 
cut off apparently by a sharp in- 


strument. Some ancient person had 
taken the head and made an urn 
around it.

LONDON, May 11.—The House 
of Contmons last night passed a silk 
tariff measure imposing additional 
duties of at least 10 per cent ad 
valorem on both natural and arti- 
ficial silks.

The old duty was 33 1-3 per cent 
ad valorem on manufactured silk 
goods and 8 shillings ( 55 cents) a 
pound on raw silk or silk in piece. 

The new duty provides a bianket 
increase of a minimum of 10 per 
cent except where duty is calculat- 
ed by weight.

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ROBINSON OFFERS

JAPAN ORDERS 
ARMY AT SHANGHA 
TO RETURN HOME 


Government Spokesman 
Ssys Decision of Cabinet 
Was Made in Deference 
to World Opinion. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, May 11.—The Japanese 
Government announced today it 
had decided to withdraw all its 
troops from Shanghai. 

The announcement was made by 
a Government spokesman at noon 
today. He said the Cabinet made 
the decision yesterday. 

The matter was laid pefore Em- 
peror Hirohito this afterif%oon and 
approved by him, after which the 
genera! staff telegraphed orders to 
Gen. Shirakawa, Japanese army 
commander at Shanghai, to hold all 
army forces there ready to return 
to Japan. The spokesman said the 
movement was expected to be coin- 
pleted within a month. 

From then on, the spokesman 
said, Japan expected the United 
States and other Powers interested 
in Shanghai to see that the recent- 
ly signed truce agreement was 9bd- 
served by China. 

The soldiers would be held in 
readiness to return to Shanghal 
should a “genuine emergency” de- 
mand it, he emphasized, but the 
Government probably would be 
slow to decide such an emergency 
existed and would not consider mi- 
nor infractions of the truce as rea- 
son for dispatching troops. 

Reason for Decision. 

“The decision is due to the Jap- 
anese Government’s desire to con- 
form to world opinion,” he said, 
“and to prove that Japan had no 
territoria! or other ulterior motives 
in sending troops to Shanghai.”’ 

The withdrawal will mean a re- 
turn to conditions as they existed 
before the outbreak at Shanghai 
last January which cost thousands 
of lives, both Chinese and Japan- 


ese, and the destruction of millions 


of dollars worth of property. 
Since the withdrawal of the 
Fourteenth Division from Shanghai 
to Manchuria, announced yester- 
day, only about 15,000 Japanese 
troops remain at Shanghai. These

Annual reports of museums are diverting things. 
They take one’s mind from troubles and lead one 
down mammal-sprinkled paths. Take the thirty-third 
such of the American Museum of Natural History, 
just come to hand. Its 205 pages are packed with fas- 
cinating pictures of apt: 4 specimens, scientific 
names and countless opportunities for those who 
are undecided about how to irmvest their money. 
There are, for instance, the 14 opportunities for 
the donation of animal groups for the African 
Hall, planned but as yet unfinanced. While persons 
who do not care to go above $25,000 will find. their 
opportunities limited to a choice between a family 
of wart hogs and a group of colobus monkeys, 
those signing the dotted line for $35,000 can select 
from a chimpanzee reunion under the bamboos, graz- 
ing ostriches, Madagascarian lemurs and an assort- 
ment of carrion feeders, including a vulture, a jackal 
and a hyena. A cool $50,000 will endow a surprise 
meeting between a white-striped antelope and a wild 
hog, a domestic scene among the fast disappearing 
black rhinoceri, a Nile miscellany, or a bevy of lithe 
gazelles. The supreme achievement, it seems, comes 
for $60,000, with the establishment of a group of “the 
rare and beautiful okapi, a close relative of the gi- 
raffe living in the Great Rain Forest of the Congo.” 
Breathes there a man who is not stirred by such 
opportunities? We trow not. 
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John D. Rockefeller Jr. is shown behind a spirited 
trotter at a Virginia resort, with the caption, “He 
hasn't forgotten how to drive.”

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WASHINGTON IS VINDICATED. 
A sour note was sounded in the sweet harmonies of 


the current bicentennial festivities by iconoclasts who 
sought to deprive Washington of his honors as first 
President. Now the State Department has officially 
squelched the delvers who thought the title should go 
to John Hanson, once saluted as “President of the 
United States in Congress Assembled.”

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* TWO ELECTION ALARMS. 

An interesting sidelight on-the French parliamen- 
tary elections is in connection with the assassination 
of President Doumer. Following the tragedy, ex- 
President Millerand, a conservative, announced he 
had private information which led him to say, “in 
the most categoric way,” that the slayer, who had 
been identified as a Russian imperialist, was in re- 
ality a Bolshevist. In this statement Millerand was 
backed by Pierre Jullien, chief of the secret service. 
Some observers expected these charges would stem 
the swing to the left, and would divert voters from 
the liberal side back to the conservatives. This, how- 
ever, did not result, and the left majority was de- 
cisive. 

The supposedly volatile French refused to let them- 
selves be swayed in circumstances very similar to 
those in which the reputedly phlegmatic British stam- 
peded eight years ago. The Zinovieff letter, pub- 
lished a few days before the 1924 parliamentary elec- 
tions, threw England into a panic over the “red men- 
ace.” The letter, purporting to give plans for a revo- 
lution in England, was later proved a’ forgery, but 
not until after it had been the chief cause in the de- 
feat of Labor and the Conservatives’ return to power. 

The two incidents, corresponding in many details, 
reflect the true characters of these nations. The Brit- 
ish, innately conservative, turn to the Tories when 
the cry of “wolf” is raised and King and country 
are said to be in danger. The French, more calmly 
rationalistic, as befits the countrymen of Voltaire, 
prefer to wait until the alarmist proves his case, 
when there will be plenty of time to act. 
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AN ACTUAL PERSON. 

Francis M. Wilson, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, bas at last appeared on a platform to make a 
speech. This breaks a custom of Mr. Wilson’s, which 
is to sit back and let others do his talking for him.

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two public utterances, public opinion has 

begun to apply a little of the pressure 
that will be needed if Congress is to cut the 
costs of government. But that pressure 
must increase if results are to be obtained. 
This means that the public needs te have 
an economy program of its own. It has been 
hearing a lot about the administration’s 
program, Nothing has as yet come of that. 
It has been hearing a lot about a House 
program and a Senate program. Nothing 
has as yet come of them. Perhaps the time 
has arrived for a people’s program, because 
something might come out of that. 

It is not possible or necessary for the 
public to confuse its mind with all the in- 
tricacies of Government expenditures. There 
is a much simpler way to go about this 
business. That way is to determine how 
much the total ‘reduction in expenditures 
should be and then put the responsibility 
for effecting this reduction where that re- 
sponsibility belongs. 

How much, then, ought the Federal ex- 
penditures to be cut? What is a fair 
measure of the feasible economies? The 
present budget calls for expenditures of 
about 4000 million dollars. Now, in the years 
1925 and 1926, the expenditures were in the 
neighborhood of 3500 millions. Those were 
very good years. This is a@ very bad year. 

Is there anything unreasonable in saying 
that the expenditures should be cut to’ the 
level on which the Government was oper- 
ated quite satisfactorily in 1925 and 1926? 
Remember that the budget makes no pro- 
vision for the relief of the unemployed. 
Such provision will probably have to be 
made in one way or another before next 
winter, but it is not a factor in the present 
problem, The problem now is to cut the 
normal expenditures. It does not seem like 
an extreme demand that these normal ex- 
penditures be cut to the level of prosperous 
years like 1925 and 1926. In proposing 
that the present budget be cut 500 million 
dollars, it is safe to assume that nothing

The objection to such a program will arise 
wholly from the unwillingness of Congress 
to give so much power to the executive. 
Congress has got into the habit of going 
beyond the making of laws and the granting 
of funds into the field of administering the 
Government itself. Under a proper division 
of powers, Congress would tell the executive 
how much it was allowed to spend and it 
would define the general objects which the 
money was to be spent for. There it would 
stop. It would let the executive determine 
the administrative details, and it would hold 
the executive responsible for the results. 

To this sound principle of government we 
Ought in this emergency to return. If it 
were done, the problem of economy would 
be relatively simple, and it could promptly 
be disposed of. Al] that is really required 
is an awakened public opinion which will 
demand that Congress cut total appropria- 
tions about 15 per cent, and that the execu- 
tive be given the power to put the economy 
into effect. Such a program places respon- 
sibility where it belongs—upon Congress to 
determine how much of thé people’s money 
Shall be spent and for what general pur- 
poses, and upon the President to sperd it 
as efficiently as possible.

HERE are but few truly indis- 
T vensanie and irreplaceabie ar- 

ticles of food in our diet. and 
spinach, despite its good qualities, 
is not one of them. 

There is much to be said for the 
vegetable from the viewpoint of its 
health value. but. on the other 
hand, its insipid taste as it usually 
is prepared and served works 
against its popularity. 

Spinach is rich in vitamins. It 
contains in abyndant quantities 
vitamins A. B and C, and it is rich 
in minera! salts. 

Its iron content is from five to 10 
times as great as that to be found 
in comparable quantities of com- 
mon foods. Spinach is also rich in 
caicium. 

But, in the face of these good 
things in its favor, the nation’s 
young people generally do not rel- 
ish it as much as they do other food 
items that are more palatable. 

There are ways of overcoming 
its insipid taste so that its possible 
Benefits may not be offset by the 
lack of relish with which it is con- 
sumed—many times under compul- 
sion. 

Thus, it may be served in the 
form of creamed soups. with egg. 
or in combination with rice and rai- 
sins. Care should be taken to wash 
the spinach thoroughly enough to 
remove all grit. 

The caloric or energy content of 
spinach is not great. 

One hundred calories of feed 
value in spinach cost in the vicinity 
of 5 cents, placing this vegetable tn 
the same class of costly foods to 
which meats. fish and fruits be- 
long. 

While most preserved vegetables 


‘are more costly than fresh or raw 


varicties, preserved spinach can be 
used to advantage. The product 
usually is well prepared, free from 
grit, with all of its mineral and 
vitamin contents preserved.
